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COMPANY MEETING 


BOOKER BROS., McCONNELL AND 
COMPANY, LIMITED 


The Annual General Meeting of Booker Bros., McConnell 
and Company, Limited, was held on 21 December 1939 in 
London. 

Sir Alfred P. Sherlock, who presided, said that they had 
acquired 97 per cent, of the issued capital of the Corentyne Sugar 
Company and welcomed on the board Mr. C. A. Campbell and 
Mr. E, R. Campbell. 

The profit for the year amounted to £106,688, an increase of 
£8,083, due solely to the fact that Bookers Demerara Sugar 
Estates, Limited, was able to declare 5 per cent. on its increased 
capital, thus maintaining the actual rate paid in the previous 
year, but giving the parent company £8,000 more in cash. The 
profits on trading for the year were not quite so good ; he thought 
that that slight setback might be ascribed to the very difficult 
conditions that had existed. 

During the year 1939 sugar prices had improved and in Sep- 
tember Government contro] had been instituted, giving a basic 
price of Ils. 3d. c.i.f. United Kingdom for their crop to 
31 August next. They had also made good sales of rum. ‘They 
were taced with greatly increased costs of supplies and wages. 
They had to meet increased taxation in this country, and the 
sugar industry in the colony might be called upon to shoulder 
still heavier burdens. There had always been a tendency to 
consider sugar as the milch cow of British Guiana. They were 
more than willing to co-operate with the loca] Government, but 
matters would be rendered easier if it would try to help the 
sugar industry instead of merely regarding it as a source of 
revenue to be squeezed. 

After stating that they regarded 10 per cent. as their standard 
rate of dividend and thanking the whole of their staff and 
employees for their work, he said that now that they were fight- 
ing for their existence, their duty was obviously to produce as 
much sugar and rum as they possibly could, and they could only 
do that if they had the co-operation of the local Government and 
of labour and its leaders. Up to the present they did not con- 
sider that they had had a fair deal. 

They intended to increase the interim dividend on the ordinary 
shares on 1 July next from 4 per cent. to 5 per cent., but that 
would be merely with a view to evening up the annual distri- 
bution and would not mean that they had made, or anticipated 
making, larger profits. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and the proposed final 
dividend of 6 per cent., making 10 per cent. for the year, and a 
bonus of 5 per cent., all less tax, were approved.

The official London rate for United States dollars 
(4-03) was unchanged in the last three months of the 
year, but the New York free market rate for October, 
November and December averaged 4-01, 3°93 and 3°93, 
respectively. 

The monthly average exchange rate for the Japanese 
yen was about 14d. up to November, when the rate 
advanced to about 14}d., which was maintained in 
December. The average of the Shanghai dollar rates 
showed no major fluctuation before June, when the 
monthly average was less than 7d., as compared with 
8id. in May. The July and August figures showed 
further falls to 57d. and 3°8d., respectively, the lowest 
quotation of the year (34d.) being recorded on 
11 August. Rates increased in the next three months, 
September (4:1d.), October (4°7d.) and November 
(5-2d.), but declined in December to 46d. On balance 
the Shanghai dollar lost during 1939 45 per cent. of its 
value in sterling.

The average monthly rate for the Argentine ‘‘ free 
peso showed a movement against sterling in January, 
as compared with December 1938, of one per cent., 
and there was a similar movement aggregating nearly 
one per cent. in the two months March-April. Move- 
ments in February and in May to July were negligible, 
but, in common with the principal European currencies 
and United States and Canadian dollars, rates for the 
peso moved sharply against the pound in August and 
September, the average depreciation of sterling in 
those months being about 1} and 13} per cent., respec- 
tively. In the aggregate there was little change in 
October-November, while the closing rate on 30 Decem- 
ber (17°75) in comparison with a year earlier (20°42) 
represented a depreciation of sterling during 1939 of 
13 per cent. No Central Bank selling rate was quoted 
subsequent to August, the rate previously being 17 to 
the £.

RETAIL TRADE IN NOVEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1939 WITH 1938 


‘In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 5 a table showing the relation of sales in 
November 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numbers showing the relation of certain 
sales in November 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. Figures are also given 
comparing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this infor- 
mation being supplied by a smaller number of concerns. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual retailer.

Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when com- 
bined into district or other totals. Almost all contri- 
butors now report regularly the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the 
period to which their figures relate. On each return, 
therefore, the 1988 sales are corrected, where neces- 
sary, by the appropriate amount to make them com- 
parable with 1939 so far as length of period is con- 
cerned. The number of selling days in the calendar 
month of November was identical in both years, and 
accordingly corrections for differences in length of 
period were necessary on very few of the schedules.

Sales of other merchandise fell by 4:0 per cent. in 
the country as a whole. In this division also, London 
contrasted sharply with the provinces, sales in the 
Central and West End area falling by 35°6 per cent. 
and those in the Suburban area by 7°5 per cent., while 
increases in the other five areas varied from 3:1 per 
cent. in the North-West to 10-9 per cent. in the South 
of England. There was considerable difference of 
movement between the various categories of merchan- 
dise, with declines predominating, the largest being 
19'4 per cent. for furnishing departments; only three 
increases were recorded, for men’s and boys’ wear, 
boots and shoes and miscellaneous and unallocated 
goods. 


February-November.—The value of total sales 
for the ten months February-November was 3°8 per 
cent, higher in 1939 than in 1938. The only district in 
which sales declined was Central and West End 
London, where a fall of 14:1 per cent. was recorded. 
Increases were identical, 8-0 per cent., in the Midlands 
and South Wales and in the South of England. There 
was also a close similarity between the increases for 
the three northern districts, Scotland 5-5 per cent., 
North-East 5-9 per cent. and North-West 5:5 per cent., 
while in Suburban London the increase was only 1:0 
per cent. Sales of food and perishables and of other 
merchandise exceeded the corresponding 1938 figures 
by 45 per cent. and 2°9 per cent., respectively. In 
both divisions the only decrease was in Central and 
West End London. Among the categories tabulated, 
women’s wear, men’s and boys’ wear, boots and shoes, 
fancy departments, and miscellaneous and unallocated 
goods all showed an expansion. 


INDEX NUMBERS* 


The movement of sales between October and Novem- 
ber is normally slightly upward, but in 1939 there was 
a fall from 109 to 103 in Great Britain as a whole. The 
only exception to the general downward tendency was 
Suburban London, where sales rose by 1 point to 102. 
The decline was most marked in the South of England, 
where it amounted to approximately 8 per cent. of the 
October figure. 

Food and perishables fell from 113 to 108. Sales in 
this division, however, advanced in both London areas, 
moving from 63 to 68 in the Central and West End 
district and from 102 to 104 in the Suburban. Sales 
of other merchandise fell in November in all districts 
except Suburban London, where the October and 
November indexes were identical. Sales in Great 
Britain fell from 106 to 98.

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STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at the end of November 
was 9°5 per cent. above that recorded at the corre- 
sponding date in 1938. This is much the largest in- 
crease yet recorded, the comparable figure at the end 
of October being 5-0 per cent. Higher stocks were 
reported in each area and for all categories of mer- 
chandise except sports and travel goods. The rise was 
substantial, 20°7 per cent., in food and perishables and 
averaged 8:7 per cent. for other merchandise. In the 
latter division the greatest increase was 17:2 per cent. 
for piece-goods, followed by women’s wear (14-9 per 
cent.) and men’s and boys’ wear (10°6 per cent.). 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1938 to November 1939 
are shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

Postal receipts in November were 8°3 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier, as compared with a decline of 9°9 
per cent. in both October and September. The some- 
what smaller decrease in November may be due to the 
resumption of football pools on a restricted scale in the 
middle of the month.

IMPORT OF GOODS CONSOLIDATION ORDER 


NOTICE 


The Import of Goods (Prohibition) (Consolidation) 
Order, 1939, issued by the Board of Trade to-day 
sets out the provisions of the previous Import of Goods 
(Prohibition) Orders and incorporates the provisions of 
a number of Open General Licences. The First 
Schedule attached hereto is the consolidated list of 
goods which are prohibited to be imported except under 
licence issued by the Board of Trade. 


The following explanations are given for the con- 
venience of importers, but further information, if 
desired, may be obtained from the Import Licensing 
Department of the Board of Trade, 25, Southampton 
Buildings, London, W.C.2, or from the Secretary, 
Custom House, London, E.C.3. ’ 





TO IMPORTERS NO. 29 


1. Goods in the list (except dyes and dyestuffs, arms 
and ammunition and plumage) which are shown to the 
satisfaction of the proper Officer of Customs and Excise 
at the time of importation to have been dispatched to 
the United Kingdom prior to the dates which are shown 
against them in the list will be admitted without 
licence. 


2. Importers are warned that they should not 
arrange to ship until they have obtained a licence or 
ascertained definitely that a licence will be granted. 


3. The restrictions apply also to goods sent by post. 


4. The import licensing regulations do not, until 
further notice, apply to importations from Eire (under 
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an Open General Licence issued by the Board of Trade) 
or the Channel Islands, except as regards the following 
goods :— 

Dyes and dyestuffs. 

Arms and ammunition, 

Plumage. 


5. Certain goods in the list are marked with the 
letter “‘ E.’’ In respect of these goods the Board of 
Trade have issued an Open General Licence autho- 
rising their importation without further licensing if 
consigned to the United Kingdom from any part of the 
British Empire except Palestine and Transjordan. 


6. The Board of Trade have also issued Open 
General Licences permitting the importation of certain 
goods if consigned to the United Kingdom from France, 
Algeria or Tunis. ‘The general classes within which 
these goods fall are indicated in the list by the letter 
‘‘ F ”’ and the descriptions of the goods themselves are 
set out in the footnotes. 


7. Certain other goods, indicated by footnotes in the 
list, are allowed to be imported into the United King- 
dom, for the present, under Open General Licences 
issued by the Board of Trade. 


8. The Second Schedule attached to this Notice is 
a list of the goods for which import licences will not 
be issued until further notice. 


9. Until further notice licences will not be required 
to import the following :— 

(a) Personal and household effects (other than 
arms and ammunition) whether accompany- 
ing the traveller or not, provided that the 
goods are not being imported as merchan- 
dise or for sale. 

(b) Goods which are returned to this country in 
the same state as exported or after repair. 

(c) Trade samples whether imported as cargo or 
through the post. 

(d) Gifts brought in by a traveller or sent by post 
from a private sender to a private addressee. 


Eligibility for these concessions must in each case 
be established to the satisfaction of the proper Officer 
of Customs and Excise. 


10. The attention of importers is directed to the fact 
that these regulations, and the list of goods which may 
not be imported without licence, are subject to altera- 
tion; the position set out in this Appendix is a 
summary of the regulations in force at 1 January 1940. 
Changes are announced in Notices to Importers issued 
from time to time by the Import Licensing Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade. These notices set out the 
procedure to be adopted in making applications for 
licences. It is pointed out that the procedure varies 
somewhat according to the class of goods which it is 
desired to import, and importers should consult the 
Notice relating to the particular class of goods in which 
they are interested.

MINISTRY OF SUPPLY: CONTROL ORDERS 
FERTILISERS 


The Control of Fertilisers (No. 1) Order of 7 Novem- 
ber 1939 established maximum prices for super- 
phosphate of lime and compound fertilisers, the 
maximum price being the cash price ruling over the 
basic period with such additions or deductions as the 
Minister of Supply might by direction authorise, and 
additions for the months of November and December 
were then announced. An amending Order (No. 2) has 
now been issued including ground phosphate in the 
Order, and a further amendment provides that the 
maximum price provisions shall not apply to sales in 
lots of less than one hundredweight. At the same 
time, Direction No. 2 is issued fixing maximum prices 
for January and February in respect of superphosphate 
of lime, ground phosphate and compound fertilisers.

MOLASSES AND INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL 


This Order allows the maximum prices for industrial

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
STREET LIGHTING UNDER WAR-TIME 
CONDITIONS (A.R.P.) 


Everybody is by now aware that a modified form of 
street lighting is to be permitted by the authorities, 
and there has been a good deal of speculation as to the 
details of the approved scheme. This speculation can 
now be set at rest, for the Specification referred to by 
Sir John Anderson recently in the House of Commons 
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has now been issued by the British Standards Institu- 
tion. It has been prepared at the request of the 
Ministry of Home Security, and was drafted by a Joint 
Committee of the Ministry and of the Illuminating 
Engineering Society. The publication of this Specifi- 
cation is the culmination of many weeks of intensive 
research and experiment which has been going on, with 
very little publicity but with the wholehearted co- 
operation of the gas and electrical interests and the 
Government departments concerned. 


The order of illumination provided for in the Specifica- 
tion is minute in comparison with that afforded by normal 
peace-time street lighting, and is in fact comparable with 
that afforded by bright starlight on a clear moonless night. 
Experiments proved, however, that this degree of illumina- 
tion unquestionably provided some comfort and convenience 
to the users of the streets on dark nights but, on the other 
hand, provided no guidance to aircraft flying at heights 
from which bombing might be attempted. 

To appreciate the amenity value of this low order of 
illumination (0-0002 foot-candle) an installation should be 
seen on a really dark night, and it is perhaps unfortunate 
that the lighting in London which was switched on just before 
Christmas should have given many people their first glimpse 
of street lighting under war-time conditions at a time 
when the lamps were outshone by the moon. During the fog 
over the Christmas week-end, however, the street lamps 
were definitely helpful. 

The aim of the Specification, and in fact of any well- 
designed street lighting scheme, is to obtain as even an 
illumination as practicable. It is, of course, impossible to 
achieve complete uniformity, but the general level of 
illumination, if the Specification is complied with, will 
approach closely to 0-0002 foot-candle and will nowhere 
exceed 0:0004 foot-candle. 

To achieve this result three main considerations apply, 
namely :— 

(a) The candle-power distribution from the lighting 
fittings. 


(b) The height at which the fittings are mounted. 


(c) The spacing of the lighting columns. 


These three items are inter-related. The first is the con- 
cern of the manufacturer of the fittings, while the second 
and third are more or less determined by the present dis- 
position of the existing columns. To meet practically all 
possible conditions of mounting height and spacing, three 
candle-power distributions have been standardised, and the 
manufacturers of the fittings are given a free hand to 
adopt any form of design they like provided that the light 
emitted is of an intensity and in a direction such that the 
polar curve of light distribution falls within the limits 
laid down in the Specification. It is considered that by 
allowing, in this way, each manufacturer to evolve his own 
design to suit his particular production facilities, the 
placing of suitable fittings on the market will be expedited 
more than would be the case if all manufacturers had to 
adapt their tools for the production of a rigidly standardised 
design. At the same time steps must be taken to see that 
this freedom is not abused by the production of fittings 
which do not strictly conform to the Specification. When it 
is realised that a single light might be sufficient to enable 
a raiding aircraft to ascertain its position, it will be appre- 
ciated that street lighting must be under rigorous control 
and that, in the first place, this control must apply to the 
production of suitable fittings. It is therefore an essential 
feature of the Specification that the fittings must bear that 


certification mark registered by the British Standards 
Institution. This mark may only be used by those to whom 


licences have been granted by the B.S.I., and licensees are 
required to maintain strict control over their production to 
ensure that every marked fitting is in conformity with the 
approved sample. 

The licensing scheme applies also to Lighting Authorities 
who may desire to adapt or convert their existing lanterns 
so as to bring them into conformity with the Specification. 

An approved and certified fitting, however, will not in 
itself provide a satisfactory lighting installation. The fit- 
ings must be mounted at the proper heights on columns 
correctly spaced. The Specification gives instructions regard- 
ing the ranges of mounting heights and spacings for which 
the standard fittings are suitable, and these must be strictly 
followed.

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UNITED KINGDOM 
\NALYSIS OF MINE DUST SAMPLES 


Dust samples collected periodically from mine roadways 
in pursuance of No. 6 of the Coal Mines General Regula- 
tions (Precautions against Coal Dust), 1939, have to be 
analysed to ascertain the percentage of incombustible 
matter by the appropriate method prescribed in the Mine 
Dust Analysis Order, 1939. The prescribed methods vary 
according to the class of stonedust which is used, whether 
shale, limestone or evpsum. 


For the assistance of colliery chemists and others who 
make these analyses, the Mines Department has published 
‘a special pamphlet (M. & Q. Form 128) containing the text 
of the General Regulations, the Mine Dust Analysis Order, 
and a memorandum describing the various analytical pro 
cesses involved. 


The memorandum, which is based on the experience of the 


Safety in Mines Research Board and the Mines Department 
Testing Station, includes detailed descriptions of the 
principal methods of estimating the proportions of moisture, 
ash and carbon dioxide in mine dust, in order to arrive at 
the percentage of incombustible matter. With it is supplied 

nomogram, for use in connection with the volumetric 
method of determining carbon dioxide, whereby the per- 
centage of carbon dioxide can be deduced graphically from 
the experimental data.

Imports of rice in the husk amounted to 
27,600 tons, valued at Rs. 17 lakhs, in the month under 
report, there being practically no imports in October 1938. 
Rice not in the husk also recorded an increase from 57,500 
tons to 158,300 tons in quantity and from Rs. 53 iakhs to 
Rs. 1,57 lakhs in value, Burma having contributed 132,300 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,34 lakhs. Imports of wheat were 
small, having amounted to 3 tons, valued at Rs. 200, in 
October 1939, as compared with 34,100 tons, valued at 
Rs. 28 lakhs, in October 1938. Sugar imports showed an 
increase from 900 tons to 41,700 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 55 lakhs in value. Imports of cloves 
advanced by Rs. 3 lakhs, while those of tobacco decreased 


by Rs. 6 lakhs. 


Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured decreased by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 2,71 lakhs in 
Jctober 1939. Imports of raw cotton fell from 7,900 tons 
to 5,900 tons in quantity and from Rs. 75 lakhs to Rs. 58 
lakhs in value. Imports of kerosene oil, however, showed 
an increase from 11-2 million gallons to 17-5 million gallons 
in quantity and from Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 63 lakhs in value. 
Imports of motor spirit also advanced from 6°8 million 
gallons to 8-7 million gallons in quantity and from Rs, 29 
lakhs to Rs. 43 lakhs in value, and those of fuel oils from 
8-9 million gallons to 10-9 million gallons in quantity and 
from Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs in value. Precious stones 
and pearls, unset, decreased by Rs. 7 lakhs and teakwood 


by Rs. 9 lakhs. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 3,83 
lakhs to Rs. 4,43 lakhs in October 1939 as compared with 
October 1938. The aggregate value of imports of cotton 
manufactures (including yarn) fell from Rs. 1,52 lakhs in 
October 1928 to Rs. 1,26 lakhs in October 1939; imports of 
grey goods declined from 32-3 million yards to 27-5 million 
yards in quantity and from Rs. 37 lakhs to Rs. 31 lakhs in 
value, those of white piece-goods from 19-0 million yards 
to 9-3 million yards in quantity and from Rs. 33 lakhs to 
Rs. 19 lakhs in value, and of coloured piece-goods from 
26-7 million yards, valued at Rs. 44 lakhs, to 20-0 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 35 lakhs; imports of cotton twist and 
yarn increased from 4-0 million lbs. to 5-0 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 39 lakhs in value. 
Imports of rayon piece-goods rose from 2-4 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, to 5-0 million yards, valued at Rs. 18 
lakhs. Imports of motor cars, and motor lorries, buses and 
vans numbered 288 and 368, valued at Rs. 6 lakhs each, in 
October 1939, as compared with 912 and 398, valued at 
Rs. 19 lakhs and Rs. 6 lakhs, respectively, in October 1938. 
There were decreases under electrical machinery (— Rs. 21 
lakhs), paper (— Rs. 17 lakhs), chemicals (— Rs. 14 lakhs), 
hardware (— Rs. 12 lakhs), cotton machinery (— Rs. 10 
lakhs), coal-tar dyes (— Rs. 9 lakhs), drugs and medicines, 
and sheets and plates of iron or steel (— Rs. 7 lakhs each). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with October 1938, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in October 1939 declined by Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 3,71 
lakhs. There was a considerable decrease in exports of 
wheat, which amounted to 1,400 tons, valued at Rs. 2 
lakhs, as against 5,000 tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs, a year 
ago. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, fell slightly in 
quantity from 21,500 tons to 21,200 tons, but the value rose 
from Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 28 lakhs in October 1939. Dis- 
patches of unmanufactured tobacco improved from 1-6 
million Ibs. to 2-1 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 4 
lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs in value in the month under report. 
Exports of tea declined from 43 million Ibs, to 36 million 
lbs. in quantity, and from Rs. 2,77 lakhs to Rs. 2,52 lakhs in 
value in October 1939. 


Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured also declined by Rs. 1.65 lakhs to Rs. 4.10 lakhs 
in October 1939. Shipments of raw cotton amounted to 
24,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,31 lakhs, in October 1939, as 
against 31,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,53 lakhs, in October 
1938. Of the total exports Japan took 15,000 tons, or 62 per 
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cent., the United Kingdom 4,000 tons, or 17 per cent., and 
the remainder went chiefly to China (11 per cent.). Dis- 
patches of raw jute declined from 66,000 tons to 33,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs, 1,26 lakhs to Rs. 92 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw wool fell from 6-9 million lbs. to 3-4 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 38 lakhs to Rs, 23 lakhs in 
value in the month under report. Raw hides and skins re- 
corded a fall of 500 tons in quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in 
value, and amounted to 2,100 tons, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, 
in October 1939. Shipments of seeds showed a heavy de- 
crease of 77,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 92 lakhs in 
value. Groundnuts fell from 74,000 tons to 14,000 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 90 lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs in value. 
Linseed also showed a decrease from 25,000 tons to 7,000 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs, 10 lakhs in 
value in the month under report. Castorseed, on the other 
hand, improved from 80 tons, valued at Rs, 11,000, in 
October 1938 to 2,500 tons, valued at Rs. 3 lakhs, in 
October 1939. Shipments of manganese ore increased from 
18,000 tons to 24,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 4 lakhs 
to Rs. 5 lakhs in value in October 1939. Dispatches of coal 
decreased from 192,000 tons to 118,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 19 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs in value. Exports of lac 
amounted to 55,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 15 lakhs, in October 
1939, as compared with 39,000 cwts., valued at Rs, 7 lakhs, 
a year ago. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured rose by Rs. 2,07 
lakhs and were valued at Rs, 6,46 lakhs. Exports of cotton 
manufactures, including twist and yarn, were valued at 
Rs. 70 lakhs in October 1939, as against Rs, 62 lakhs in 
October 1938. Shipments of cotton yarn fell from 4-5 
million Ibs. to 2°5 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 20 
lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs in value. Dispatches of cotton piece- 
goods (mostly coloured) improved in quantity from 13-6 
million yards to 19-9 million yards, and from Rs. 39 lakhs 
to Rs. 53 lakhs in value. The number of gunny bags ex- 
ported rose from 56-1 million to 67-9 million, the corre- 
sponding increase in value being from Rs. 1,26 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,81 lakhs. Exports of gunny cloth rose from 149 
million yards to 150 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 1,27 lakhs to Rs. 2,20 lakhs in value in the month under 
report. Shipments of tanned hides and skins amounted to 
3,400 tons, valued at Rs. 67 lakhs, showing an increase of 
1,800 tons in quantity and of Rs. 33 lakhs in value. Exports 
of pig iron declined from 59,000 tons to 41,000 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 81 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs in value. 
Shipments of coir manufactures improved considerably from 
50,000 cwts. to 172,000 cwts. in quantity and from Rs. 7 
lakhs to Rs. 29 lakhs in value in October 1939. 


TrapDE with ForEIGN CouNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
31 per cent. in October 1938 to 13 per cent. in October 1939, 
and in exports from 34 per cent, to 33 per cent. The shares 
of Japan and the United States in the month under report 
were 17 and 5 per cent., respectively, under imports and 
7 and 15 per cent., respectively, under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of October 1939 
amounted to 676,000 and 620,000, respectively, as compared 
with 662,000 and 658,000 in September 1939, and 747,000 and 
805,000, respectively, in the corresponding month of the 
preceding year. During the seven months ended October 
1939 the tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared with 
cargoes amounted, respectively, to 5,723,000 and 5,444,000 
as compared with 5,158,000 and 5,528,000 in the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year.

CANADA 


MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London is in- 
formed by cablegram trom Ottawa that mineral production 
in Canada during 1939 is estimated to have reached a total 
value of 470,179,000 dollars, an all-time high record, repre- 
senting an increase of 6 per cent, over the previous year, 
and of 3 per cent. over 1937, when the previous highest 
total was attained. 


1939 


New output records are reported for antimony, gold, 
copper, zine, nickel, cadmium, crude petroleum, natural 
gas, gypsum, sulphur and lime. Several new gold mines 
reached the production stage, and the gold productive field 
was widened. Iron ore was produced on a commercial scale 
for the first time in sixteen years at Michipicoten, and this 
was perhaps the most significant development of the year in 
the mining industry. 

A considerable amount of prospecting and development 
work occurred in connection with the search for those metals 
and ores which have not as yet been produced to any great 
extent in Canada, but which are important for war purposes 
in the manufacture of various alloys. These metals include 
molybdenum, manganese, mercury and tungsten. Several 
new oil-wells were brought into production in Alberta. In 
the output of refined copper, nickel, lead and zinc, Canada 
is now in a better position to assist in the successful prose- 
cution of the war than at the outbreak of war in 1914. 
Since that time large refineries have been established in the 
Dominion for the production of the above metals.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance

with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Overseas customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
